Each of the thrce bool recently publishcd by the Socicty is in the black. 
All copics of tho CULUL.TIVE INDEX heave been sold and there is a net surplus in the 
fund cf $75.01. There arc 19 copies of the LEEUJMINCEN LETTOR vemeining, crd the 
account shots a surplus of $124.47. There are 245 copies of ALICE iJ VIRUSL.ND 
left, and there has clrecdy accumulctcd a surplus of $83.73. 
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The Socicty's net worth is $28941.05. The Socicty oims U. S. Treasury Bonds 
with oa par value of $23000.00, U. S. Savinss Bonds with « eesh value of $2385.00, 
a savings account of $1075.44, end has a not checkins account of $2476.59. 


Five-yecr resume: During the past five yecors, the active paideup memborship in 

tho Se Ae B. has incrocsed by 390, the sustaining mombership from 13 to 27, and the 
totel membership from 881 to 1576, During the saue period, tie Socicty’s net worth 
has increased by almost 94000. 


Tne sound financicl policies of the past are nov showing their value. Income 
from interest an@ investments is greater then income from duos of active members; 
the Socicty retains only 50 cents of the $7.50 ond $7,00 is sent to the publishers, 
Income fron sustaining monmbors has rison from ‘731 in 1935 to $1118 this year, the 
secend largest séuree of Socicty income. Income from the publishers rose fro: $1766.24 
in 1935 to 42770,64 in 1938, and fell to $2228,52 in 1959. 


During; this period tie services to the members have also inercased. The News 
Letter was sterted in 1935, cond in the same year the Socicty began publication cf 
the cbstrcacts of papers presented cat local bronch mectings. BACTERIOLOCICAL RE- 
VIEWS was established in 1937 with « single issue cf 100 pages. This year BACTERIO- 
LOGIC#L REVIEWS will publish seme 250 pages.

does not ix itself guarantee e bright futursc. The Socicty cxists cnuly fcr service 
to the scicnee and tc its members. IJInerecsed services will resu&t in increased 
membership, but serviccs may be inercesed only as the financial structure Warrants 
ite Lect us keep our fincncial structure sound. With its Councilors from loccl 
brenches, the Socicty is demcreatically controlled. If ecch member will give sono 
thought to the affairs of the Socicty, it con be made incrocsingl; veluable to all.

He callec attention to te growth in size of the annual nucetings ahd the ine 
crease in nuubors of pepers Peesentecd, 161 heing prescntcd this yeer, than 
ever before. Dr. Bersy ricutisnec of the probleis which have arisen with this 
increase, ond csked wiembers send in suggestions, for the improveient of meetings. 
He also cericntcé upon very gratifying response te the call fer papers irmed- 
iately cfter the Thirec International Congress for Microbiology, end voiced his apprec 
ation to tne merbers of the Precra: Conmitteoe anc tie Local Committee for their 
lebors in mekin;, tho New Haven moeting the success that it wes. 


Report cn the Nound Tadle on Teaching of Bactericlozy 
Se Be Hartsell 


Mony incivicuels who the annucl meetin=s could not ‘car tne discussion 


on the teaching of bacteriole:y because all round tebles Were run simultaneously. 
Bocause of this croup, as wcll «s those who did not cet to New Havon, it scons ade= 
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visable to review briefly several pcints which were ciscussed. 


Dr. Roger Reid, Johns Hopkins University, surveyed the teaching of Medical 
bacteriology. It appears thet the offering of bacteriology in the pre-necical curr- 
iculum is thoucht to be advisable; hcwever, the course shculc omit the stucy of pathe 
ogenic forms and present the funceanentels of the science without much regard for tho 
applied phases. (ther professors weit until taeir first year in Medicel School be- 
fore civing the subject. Individualism in instruction is of great impertance; the 
appropriate means of instruction should be made available. Tic good lecturer should 
lecture; the person wio teaches best by “precept and exanple" should be afforded 
means to do sOe Methods of cradin: students and the use of cbjcctive tests are also 
incivicualistic. "The end not the means is important? 


The hours available for the course is important. Should the studeut be ¢ivon 
concentrated work in bacteriology (all of it in 8 to 10 weeks), or should the class 
meet once cr twice each: week over a longer pericc of tine? 


School policies regarcing what the subject shoulda do for the student vary con- 
siderably. These vicwpoints are expresseée in (1) bacteriology should be taught in a 
way to prepare the.: for Stcte enc National Bocrd exaninations, (2) emphasizing useful. 
information regercless of beard exaninetions, and 3) planning tc produce leaders in th 
fielc. 


Dre Le He Jeres, representing the Civil Service, rescarch, and industrial inter- 
ests, summarized the general requircrients and pointed out that in the absonce of actuc 
examinations for a student's ability in the laboratcry, responsibility rests upon 
teachers to provide the kind of treinins: expectec. Tho great civersity of dutics 
assigned to bacteriologists in the Federal and industrial positions makes it imperativ 
thet we have sone means by wWiich the requirciuents of ciffercnt pesitions can be de- 
termined aic mete He »vcinted out the neec for :i0ore cultural training among bacteriol- 
ocists, includin:: writing, the need for nore expressions, and social 
Guide-posts in appraisins: such training onc precticel experience are of real inmport- 

ence to civil service cormissions onc industry. Speciclizecd work in applied phases 
of bacteriolosy is developed then the porson acquires a pesition; however, it is ex 
pected tl.at he or she shall heve hac the basic courses Which will oernit successful 
acaptation to the new work. 


Dr. Elizabeth Genung, Smith Collere, represcntec the arts College croup and 
explained a few of their problems. Lack of departments of bectoriolosy in 4érts 
Colleses is very appcrent.e Because of the culiturel interest anc the pre-vocational 
treining of the student, the work shoulc be offered by trained bdactericlocists. 
Many botenists anc sore " goele: sists are no. presenting the work, which necessarily 
alters the course content, the time onc money available for it, as well as the 
eccitionel staff tc assist in giving: the subject. "“Pre-ricdic stucents are not en- 
couraged to take bacteriolocy, because medical school requirements for entrance dis- 
courage it and do net ccnsicer it af any veluc to proeemedical students." However, 
sor.c stucents have indicated that if they eccuic neve fallen back on bacteriology, 
mecical school wWoulc not have teen so cifficult 


Dr. S. E. Purduc University, revicved the results of qucstionnaire 
Gatae «a fev of the sortinont observations fellow: , 


1. Nuch incividcualisn is evitent in the sequence of subject natter, both in the 
lecture aid in the leborctory work; however, most courses follow tiie sequence 
of the more popular textbooks on the sub ject. 

2. sbout 50% of the schools use new tyve tosts. 
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3. About 70% of the schools use visual aids in instruction and demoustration in 
the laboratory. 

4. 505 of 12,903 registrations in bacteriology are of the "required" type. 

Oe Four courses appear to be basic phases of the subject; they are as follows: 
General bacteriolo.y, pathogenic bacteriology, i:zmnolosy and serology, and ad- 
vanced bacteriolosy (largely a technique course). Other advanced courses em- 
phasize principally, the appliec phases of the subject. 

6. Some teachers in bacteriology would like to go to school and get courses in (1) 
blood, physical and colloidal chemistry, (2) statistics, (5) Protozoolosy, para- 
sitology, viruses, and (4) methods of instruction. 


The discussion on the teaching, of bacteriology will continue at the next annual 
meeting in St. Louis, led by Dr. Reid. 


Report on the Agricultural and Industrial Section 
ile we Satchelor, Secretary 


Attention during the Thursday afterncon session was directed toward various as- 
pects of Fermentation, ten papers being given. A Round Table on Fermentation, arr- 
enged by Drs. Hitchner, P. wW. Wilson, and Febian, was held Thursday night, Dre Fabian 
presiding. Eleven papers dealing with the Grauencgative bacilli and with deiry prob- 
lems were presented Friday mornins. No session wes held Friday aftcrnoon. Saturday 
morning soil biolosy problems were discussed in cight papers, the ninth decling with 

he effects of expressed onion san on the growth of bacteria, ond the final one with 
ce study of the cfficecy of germicidal cgents incorporcted into febrics.

The disparity between the nunber of papers given by verious cducational instit- 
utions, federal agencics, ctc. and tie number presented by industrics wes noted ond 
the general fecling wes cxpressed that industry should be encouraged to tcke c more 
active pcrte 


Any paper presented by any member of the Socicty should be of c fundamental 
nature but must not contain advertising. If compcrisons of commercial products are 
presented as date, reference to these should be coded. Subdsequent discussion of the 
paper may permit rcference to specific processes or products if such reference is 
requested. 

An adequate appreciation of the excellence of the papers was unfortunately 
haupered by inadequate opportunity for discussing them, a situation too common in 
the sessions of the Society as a thole, but one now to be at least particlly correcte 
ed. Through the suggestions of Dr. C. P. Berry, Chairman of the Program Committec, 
of individual members of this Section, its officers and members of the nomincting 
committee an enthusiastic cndcavor is being initiated te arrange the 1940 progran ine 
to more restricted sub-sections in order to permit smaller and léss formel groups. 


Through similer suggestions ca motion was passed by this Section ordering the 
officers: 
1. To prepare ec record of the Sec¢ion's procraas 
2 To develop and to maintain a name card-index of the members who ettend this 
Section's progra:is. 
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3. To collect as far as possible, a record of the personnel of former nominating 
committees and of the Section's officers and to maintain such a record in the 
future. 

4. To formulate a policy by which the persounel of future nominating committees 
will consist of (a) one member representing research, (b) one member represent- 
ing instruction, (c) one member representing industry. 


A general feeling persists that consistent efforts should be made to insure re- 
presentation among officers and committees from various institutions, industries, 
and geographical sections. Only by maintaining the Section's records can this pol- 
icy be formulated and the quality of its programs be constantly improved. As has 
been the custom in the past, the retiring secretary was elected vice-chairman and 
the retiring vice-chairman was elected chairman for 1940.
